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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant first argues that the chamber does 
not store a pressurized fluid. The examiner disagrees with this argument for two reasons, the first being that the Applicant is arguing 
intended use of the chamber. The examiner notes that this chamber would be capable of performing this function and thus ready on the 
claim. Further the examiner would like to note that since the chamber is in an accumulator there will be a pressure exerted on the fluid 
since the fluid is in a closed environment. 

The next argument made by the applicant is that the volume sensor is not in fluid communications with the chamber, and that the sensor 
is not adapted to detect the change of fluid pressure in the chamber. This concept is taught on page 5 and 6 of Peterson. 
Next the applicant argues that the system taught by, Peterson is not addressing the problem of controlling the flow of irrigation flow 
through the irrigation line. The examiner disagrees with this statement since this is what the entire reference is disclosing and teaching, 
a fluid flow and pressure control system; see entire reference. 

The Applicant finally argues that his invention has two accumulators, wherein there is one accumulator in the first chamber and a second 
accumulator in the second chamber, this is taught in the reference because Peterson teaches that the accumulator is broken down into 
two chambers, wherein each chamber is in communication with an accumulator. The examiner would also like to note that it would be 
obvious to duplicate a second accumulator with respect to the second chamber for the reasoning of allowing more controlled fluid flow 
within the system. . 
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
